Lthough the Author of the pretended Reconciler of 

Religions, did, in the concluſion thereof, ſeem to

been worſhipping upon one-mountain, they have cryed ſalvation is 
here; And they who have been worſhipping another head, or upon 
another hill, they have cried that ſalvation was to be found: there :

rhey profeſt ;- Theſe profefling Jews would not own him, nor receive 
him, Fob.x. 11+. becauſe he reproved their hypocrifie, and their mur- 
dering ſpiric, Joþ-8.40. Bur they crucified and ſlew him: And this 18, 
the very ſhite of the Apoſtare Chriſtians at this day; for who is there 
now amoeneſt them but wi'l profeſs a8 great love to Chrift,as rhe Jews 
in Chriſts dayes did to the Pcoph:rs,who propheſied of him; who 15 
' there now amongſt them bar will ſay,had we been in P#lats daies,we | 
would not have crucified Chriſt nor delivered him up to be crucified 
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io ſaying, -they do as the Jews did; for now in this day of 
bis ſpiritual appearance ( which they profeſſe they look for 
and expe& ) they are found perfecuting of him in his 
Members, under the farve pretence that the Jews perſecu« 
ced him-in their day, { v/z.) as a Blaſphemer, &c; And 
ſo the Perſecutors were in all ages b:inded by the god of 
the world, who was a muctherer from the beginning ; and 
. though chey could ſee the iniquities of their fathers and-prede- 
cefors, in perſecuting and killing che Pcophets, yec the envy of 
their hearts was ſuch, chat they could not ſee their own lniqui- 
ties, in perſecucing and (laying the ſon, who was greater than the 
ſervants, whom their fathers ew: ſo, as I ſaid before, ic is not 
a profeſſion of Chriſt, and his Ordinances, or zeal for his cauſe, 
that makes people true Chriſtians ; neicher is God worſhipped 
upon any of thoſe mountains where the perſecating and deftroy- 
ing one another is, but the worſhip of God confiſteth in-obedi- 
ence to that ſpi:ic oftrath, which condemns all choſe works of 
. darknefſe and cruelty, and in hs own mountain of bolineſſe, where 
wothing hrirts nor deſtroys, Iſa, 11. 9. And ſuch is the Father now 
ſeeking to worſbip him, thac will worſhip him there, and is now 
gathering his ſheep from off the barren mountains upon which 
the Whore fi-s, ( where they have been ſcattered in the dark and 
cloudy day of Antichiifts reign, and where the wars and fightings 
are) even to his own holy monnain, where they ſhall learn war no 
more, Ifa.
